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Gentlemen, 

I herwith  submit  for  your  consideration  a report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Aberystwyth  for  1950. 

Area  of  the  Division — 79,151  acres. 

Population — 6,21G  (estimated). 

Rateable  value — £19,873. 

Sum  represented  by  Id.  rate— £82  6s.  lid. 

The  Division  is  an  agricultural  area,  and  farming  provides  the 
main  occupation  of  the  population. 

A large  proportion  of  the  residents  of  the  villages  and  hamlets 
are  employed  in  Aberystwyth  in  offices,  shops  and  cafes,  to  which 
they  travel  daily.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  younger  population, 
and  in  consequence  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain 
male  and  female  help  on  the  farms.  As  a result  farming  is  becoming 
increasingly  mechanised  in  the  division. 

The  coastal  area  attracts  large  numbers  of  visitors,  particularly 
Borth  and  Clarach,  but  the  holiday  season  is  a very  short  one. 
During  1950  larger  numbers  of  caravans  than  ever  before  were 
seen  in  the  area,  and  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  sewerage  from  these 
caravans  presents  ever  increasing  problems,  and  constant  supervision.

A There  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  the  specific  fevers — typhoid 
fever,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  whooping  cough. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diabetes,  gastritis,  enteritis  and 
diarrhoea,  and  pregancy,  childbirth  and  abortion. 

There  were  three  fewer  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  and  there  were 
twice  as  many  deaths  from  intracranial  haemorrhage  as  in  1949. 

The  General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

Medical  Officer  (part-time)  : Dr.  T.  J.  Jones,  Borth  ; Sanitary  and 
Meat  Inspector  (whole-time)  : Mr.  D.  G.  Bowen. 

Laboratory  facilities 

Dr.  M.  V.  N.  Sudds  and  her  assistants  continue  to  give  praise- 
worthy and  ready  service  at  all  times  at  the  Medical  Research 
Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital,  Aberystwyth. 

Hospitals 

The  General  Hospital,  Aberystwyth,  continues  to  give  satisfac- 
tory and  efficient  treatment.  Little  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
getting  acute  cases  admitted  for  urgent  treatment,  but  unfortunately 
the  waiting  fists  of  less  urgent  and  more  chronic  cases  are  getting 
longer  and  sometimes  a very  long  interval  occurs  before  admission 
is  possible. 

However,  the  plight  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  continues  to 
give  much  anxiety.  There  is  insufficient  accommodation  at  Bronglais 
for  all  these  cases,  and  sometimes  admission  for  this  type  of  case 
is  impossible,  and  the  condition  of  the  patients  becomes  hopelessly 
pathetic  with  little  or  no  help  available  at  home,  and  the  short 
daily  visit  of  the  hard-working  district  nurse  is  the  one  ray  of  hope 
in  their  lives.  I commend  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  the  urgency 
of  getting  ample  and  efficient  accommodation  for  this  type  of  care, 
and  to  press  the  matter  on  the  appropriate  authority. 

The  County  Maternity  Home  in  Caradog  Road,  Aberystwyth, 
gives  excellent  service,  and  most  of  the  maternity  cases  from  the 
Division  are  admitted,  and  universal  praise  is  given  for  the  kindness 
and  help  given  by  the  Sister-in-Charge  and  her  staff. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  admitted  to  those  of  the  sanatoria  in 
the  country. 

Clinics 

Out-patient  clinics  are  held  daily  for  medical,  surgical  and 
other  cases  at  the  General  Hospital,  Aberystwyth,  whose  members 
of  the  consulting  staff  see  patients  by  appointment. 

The  County  Tuberculosis  Specialist,  Dr.  J.  Kenyon  Daffies, 
and  his  staff,  hold  a clinic  at  the  Aberystwyth  General  Hospital 
every  Monday,  and  here  new  and  suspected  cases  are  seen  ; in- 
patient treatment  for  established  cases  carried  out  ; after  care  and 
investigations  are  also  done  at  this  clinic. 
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There  are  now  two  Child  Welfare  and  Maternity  Clinics  in^fe 
Division.  A new  clinic  was  opened  on  9th  February,  1950,  in 
Borth  and  it  has  proved  a very  successful  and  well  attended  clinic. 
This  meets  once  a fortnight,  as  does  the  clinic  at  the  Old  Schoolroom 
in  Taliesin.  At  the  clinics  medical  advice  is  given  to  the  mothers, 
and  infants,  and  the  children  vaccinated  and  given  anti-diphtheria 
inoculations. 

Nursing 

The  division  still  has  four  district  nurses.  They  continue  to 
give  very  satisfactory  and  efficient  service  at  all  times. 

The  Health  Visitor  appointed  in  1949  has  given  very  valuable 
help  and  visits  the  infants  and  nursing  mothers  in  their  homes. 
She  also  attends  medical  inspections  in  the  schools  in  the  division, 
and  she  has  become  a valuable  adjunct  to  the  health  services  in  the 
division. 

A mbulance 

The  ambulance  arrangements  continue  to  give  ready  and  valu- 
able help  at  all  times  of  day  and  night.  The  ambulances  are  manned 
by  an  excellent  team  of  full-time  attendants.  They  convey  to 
hospitals  those  patients  who  are  unable  and  unfit  to  travel  by  public 
services.  They  are  not  intended  to  be  used  for  patients  who  can 
travel  by  bus  or  train.  They  have  travelled  as  far  afield  as  London, 
Birmingham,  Liverpool,  etc.  The  maintenance  of  this  excellent 
service  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DIVISION 

Water  Supplies 

The  Northern  Division  water  supply  scheme  was  extended 
during  1950  to  Taliesin  and  Tre’rddol,  and  a further  extension  to 
Glandyfi  and  villages  en  route  has  also  been  decided.  When  this  is 
effected  nearly  all  the  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  division  will  have 
an  ample  supply. 

The  supply  was  sampled  weekly  throughout  the  year  and  the 
samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  on  the  whole 
a high  standard  of  purity  was  maintained.  Prompt  investigation 
was  carried  out  into  the  cause  of  the  few  unsatisfactory  samples 
analysed. 

Two  chemical  samples  of  this  supply  were  taken  to  regulate 
the  soda  and  alumnia  dosage  at  the  Bontgoch  filter  house. 

Twenty  samples  were  taken  from  various  private  supplies 
and  small  village  schemes.  No  really  harmful  foci  of  pollution  was 
ever  found,  but  investigations  were  carried  out  on  receipt  of  reports 
not  entirely  satisfactory. 
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S^erage 

Of  all  the  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  division  Clarach  remains 
unique  in  being  the  only  village  completely  served.  Very  little 
progress  was  made  in  providing  sewerage  schemes  for  any  of  the 
other  villages.  The  urgency  of  this  matter  is  stressed  annually  in 
these  reports,  but  with  no  results.  The  sewering  of  Borth,  with  its 
very  large  summer  population,  Talybont,  Llanbadam  Fawr  and 
Bow  Street,  are  now  the  Council’s  most  serious  and  pressing  prob- 
lems. Schemes  have  been  drawn  up  for  this  work,  but  little  has 
been  done  to  implement  them.  The  Council’s  sewage  cart  and  pump 
was  only  used  by  25  residents  to  clean  out  their  cesspools  during  the 
year.  The  large  majority  of  cesspools  are  emptied  by  hand,  and  the 
contents  sometimes  not  even  buried  but  thrown  on  to  beaches  and 
into  rivers  in  the  division.  This  is  a dangerous  practice  frought 
with  considerable  risk  to  the  health  of  the  district. 

Housing 

The  Council  proceeded  with  its  plans  for  building  houses  in 
various  villages  in  the  division,  and  the  10  houses  erected  in  Pen- 
rhyncoch  were  completed  and  let  to  tenants.  Other  villages  where 
houses  are  in  the  course  of  construction  are  Talybont,  Clarach  and 
Bow  Street. 

A number  of  grants  were  given  during  the  year  to  owners  of 
houses  to  enable  them  to  bring  their  property  up  to  a good  standard. 
Notices  were  also  served  on  property  owners  to  repair  on  complaints 
being  received  from  tenants. 

Despite  the  progress  made  in  the  provision  of  additional 
houses  there  are  still  instances  of  serious  overcrowding  in  the  division 
and  there  are  still  several  instances  of  families  living  in  condemned 
cottages. 

Civil  Building  Control 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as  Local  Licensing  Officer  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  licences  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Works  to 
carry  out  repairs  and  improvements  to  property.  Licences  to  the 
value  of  £8,081  were  issued  for  the  repair  and  improvement  of 
houses.  Licences  for  the  erection  of  3 new  houses  by  private  enter- 
prise were  issued. 

Nuisances 

Fifty-seven  cases  of  nuisances  were  investigated  and  abated 
in  the  division  during  the  year.  These  nuisances  were  investigated 
on  receipt  of  complaints,  of  which  a register  is  kept. 

Ditches  and  Watercourses 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  cleaning  certain  water  courses 
and  ditches  in  the  Division  and  the  following  were  cleansed  during 
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the  year  : — 


Llanbadarn  Fullbrook. 

Dolhalog  Leet. 

Doldau  Ditch. 

Borth  Leet. 

Brynrodyn  and  Ditches  to  Aberwennol. 

Llangawsai  Ditch. 

Quebec  Ditch,  Llanbadarn. 

Goginan  Sewer  outfall  ditch. 

The  drainage  systems  operating  in  Llangawsai,  Llanbadarn, 
Borth  and  Pwllhobi,  all  received  maintenance  when  required. 
These  systems  are  far  from  satisfactory  and  the  majority  of  the 
drains  discharge  into  open  ditches.  The  only  solution  is  the  provision 
of  a sewerage  system  in  these  villages. 

Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  is  collected  from  23  villages  in  the  division  by  private 
contractors  who  work  under  supervision  by  the  Council. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  in  controlled  tips  at  Borth  and 
Llanbadarn.  These  tips  were  treated  from  time  to  time  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  insects. 

Disinfestation 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  disinfestation  measures 
against  such  vermin  as  fleas,  lice  or  bugs,  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites 

One  new  camping  site  was  licensed,  namely  Brynowen  Farm, 
Borth.  All  the  camps  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  summer 
season,  and  they  were  not  all  free  from  complaint.  The  disposal  of 
sewage  from  these  camps  remains  a problem  which  can  only  be 
overcome  by  constant  supervision  by  the  camp. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Meat  Inspection 

No  slaughtering  is  done  in  the  division.  Butcher’s  shops  and 
vans  were  constantly  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

Foods 

Various  tinned  foods  were  voluntarily  surrendered  by  traders 
and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  No  notifications 
of  food  poisoning  were  received  during  the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

The  three  dealers’  licences  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
and  Pasteurised  milk  were  re-issued  during  the  year.  These  licences 
are  renewed  annually  and  samples  are  taken  for  analysis  during 
the  year. 

No  new  distributors  were  registered  during  the  year. 
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^ Practically  all  the  retailers  of  milk  in  the  division  are  producer- 
retailers  and  are  thus  supervised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Ice  Cream 

Seven  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
during  the  year,  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 
Samples  of  the  ice  cream  were  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis 
by  Methylene  Blue. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces 

There  are  now  3 fewer  on  the  register  than  in  1949.  The 
distribution  of  factories  now  in  the  division  is  as  follows  : — 
Factories  with  power  : 14. 

Factories  without  power  : 10. 

Visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  premises  and  some 
improvement  was  made  in  one  of  the  bakehouses  registered.  In 
this  case  a hot  water  supply  was  laid  on. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

In  1950,  23  cases  of  measles,  9 cases  of  whooping  cough,  1 case 
of  pneumonia,  1 case  of  erysipelas,  and  1 case  of  anterior  poliomye- 
litis were  notified.  There  were  no  known  cases  unnotified. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  enteric  fever, 
nor  puerperal  fever  notified. 

Tuberculosis 

Five  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 
They  all  occurred  in  young  adults  and  were  all  pulmonary.

The  death  rate  was  19  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  figure 
is  very  high,  but  in  view  of  the  advanced  ages  of  the  bulk  of  the 
population  perhaps  it  cannot  be  considered  excessive.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  was  15.8  per  1,000  and  the 
death  rate  was  1 1 .6  per  1 ,000.  From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen 
that  heart  diseases  with  circulatory  disorders  accounted  for  more 
than  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  There  were  10  deaths 
from  respiratory  diseases  and  2 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part-time)  : Dr.  J.  A.  Rees, 
Aberystwyth. 

Sanitary  and  Meat  Inspector  : Mr.  D.  G.  Bowen, 
Aberystwyth. 

The  British  National  Health  Service  has  been  functioning  for 
nearly  three  years  on  the  whole  fairly  satisfactorily  for  all  concerned, 
doubtless  certain  abuses  still  exist  that  will  probably  be  eliminated 
in  time.  As  previously  stated  all  the  voluntary  and  municipal 
hospitals  have  passed  under  the  control  of  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 
The  Mid  Wales  Board  controls  the  Aberystwyth  Hospital.  It  is 
well  equipped  and  efficiently  staffed.  Cases  of  acute  illness  are 
admitted  without  delay  but  less  severe  or  chronic  ones  have  to 
await  admission  for  some  time,  owing  to  lack  of  beds.  Conditions 
have  improved  considerably  in  recent  months  by  making  use  of 
Tanybwlch  and  Bronglais  to  accommodate  convalescent  patients. 

The  County  Maternity  Home  retains  its  popularity  for  town 
and  country,  and  the  accommodation  of  patients  at  times  is  a 
difficult  problem. 

Laboratory  Services 

The  Medical  Research  Laboratory  at  the  Hospital,  under  the 
able  supervision  of  Dr.  Sudds,  renders  invaluable  service  in  examin- 
ing blood,  milk,  water  and  foodstuffs  as  well  as  swabs  and  sputum. 
Wassermann’s  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Beck  Laboratory, 
Swansea. 

Clinics 

Tuberculosis  clinics  are  held  every  Monday  at  the  Hospital  by 
Dr.  Kenyon  Davies  and  his  assistant.  Suspected  T.B.  patients  are 
referred  to  them  by  practitioners  throughout  the  area  for  guidance 
and  treatment.  There  are  also  clinics  conducted  by  members  of 
the  Hospital  staff  for  surgical  and  medical  cases  two  or  three  times 
a week.  Specialists  in  various  fields  also  visit  the  Hospital  at 
frequent  intervals. 
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Nursing  A 

There  are  five  Nursing  Associations  in  the  district,  underlie 
control  of  the  County  M.O.H.  and  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
The  nurses  attend  not  only  the  surgical  and  medical  cases,  but  also 
the  confinements  at  the  patients’  homes. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area 

All  villages  in  the  division  are  served  by  small  water-supply 
schemes  which  are  maintained  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department  of 
the  Council.  The  waters  are  submitted  from  time  to  time  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  at  Aberystwyth  for  bacteriological 
analysis.  Samples  were  also  taken  from  farms  and  if  found  satisfac- 
tory certificates  were  issued  enabling  the  farmer  to  obtain  the 
Government  grant  towards  the  cost  of  bringing  the  water  in  pipes 
to  the  farm  premises.  All  the  village  schemes  were  maintained  in 
working  order  ; some  sources  of  pollution  were  discovered  and 
dealth  with  satisfactorily  ; 60  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 
The  Council  continues  to  press  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Health  of  their  Southern  Division  water  scheme.  This  involves  the 
extension  of  the  Craig-y-pistyll  main  from  the  Northern  Division 
to  supply  practically  all  the  villages  in  the  South.  It  is  hoped  to 
receive  a favourable  answer  soon.  The  Llyn  Grandwgan  source 
near  Trisant  was  abandoned  in  favour  of  Craig-y-pistyll. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Sewage  disposal  generally  in  the  district  is  by  means  of  cesspools 
and  pail  closets — the  latter  often  emptied  to  nearby  streams  and 
becoming  a nuisance.  Sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Llanfarian 
and  Llanrhystyd  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health, 
but  not  yet  approved.  They  are  urgently  required,  as  many  houses 
have  been  recently  erected  at  both  places. 

Samples  of  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  plant  at 
Llanilar  were  taken  for  analysis  and  found  to  be  below  the  standard 
recommended  by  the  Royal  Commission.  The  defect  was  due  to 
failure  to  keep  the  plant  in  order. 

Foods 

No  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
during  the  year. 

Retail  butchers’  vans  were  inspected  on  their  rounds  and  were 
found  unsatisfactory  in  some  cases.  Great  improvement  has  been 
effected  in  transporting  meat  from  the  slaughter-house  to  the 
butchers’  shops  by  the  use  of  steel-lined  containers  specially  designed 
for  the  purpose. 

Meat  Inspection 

No  slaughter-house  exists  in  the  division  and  the  work  of 
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ii  ^ inspection  is  carried  out  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  controlled 
slaughter-house  at  Aberystwyth. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Very  few  notifications  were  recorded.  All  the  infected  homes 
were  visited  and  rooms,  clothing  and  bedding  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Housing 

Much  has  been  done  lately  in  erecting  new  houses.  Eighteen 
at  Abermagwr  and  8 at  Llanrhystyd,  which  will  be  finished  in  the 
near  future.  Three  more  under  private  licence  are  being  built  at 
Llanfarian.  A number  of  grants  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1949 
were  made  to  property  owners  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  necessary 
improvement. 

Nuisances 

A register  of  complaints  was  kept — 16  in  number — all  of  which 
were  dealt  with  either  informally  or  by  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  nuisance  sections. 

Foods 

Foodstuff,  chiefly  tinned,  and  bacon,  were  voluntarily  sur- 
rendered by  shopkeepers  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  no  milk  distributors  acting  solely  as  such.  All  the 
traders  being  producer  retailers  and  are  supervised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  of  refuse  was  continued  in  the  villages  of 
Llanfarian,  Llanilar  and  Llanrhystyd.  Disposal  is  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  and  burning.  The  tip  is  also  treated  periodically 
for  rodent  and  vermin  destruction. 

Camping  Grounds 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  grounds  in  the  division. 
Bakehouses 

There  is  only  one  bakehouse.  It  was  inspected  periodically  and 
found  unsatisfactory  in  many  respects  and  the  owner  advised 
accordingly  as  to  the  remedy. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Civil  Building  Control 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as  licensing  officer  and  issues 
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building  licences  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Works.  LicencsMto 
the  value  of  £8,081  were  issued. 

Factories 

There  are  2 fewer  factories  than  there  were  a year  ago.  The 
number  at  present  are  as  follows  : — 

Factories  with  power  : 10. 

Factories  without  power  : 8. 

All  were  periodically  visited  and  found  fairly  satisfactory.
